sar are not .exempt from the 1918-19 
joll tax.

turn in time to qualify by paying up, 
must not be denied the privilege of i 
voting.

thing exerts an influence on some 
other thing, each being susceptible 
and awaiting its opportunity to re- 
spond, and the fame of the Ormond- 
Daytona beach owes in a great meas- 
ure its fame to the automobile. 


At low tide the beach is several 


hundred yards wide and for a dis- 
tance of ten miles the sand is left. 
well packed, firm and smooth as a bil- 
liard table. 
Here the automobile 


dare-devils have smashed all sorts of 
world's records. Aside from this the 
beach does not merit the reputation 
that the beach at Coronado ought to 
enjoy. 
But this beach extends un- 


broken a distance of only two or 
three miles, which is too short for 
racing against time. For bathing it 
probably has no equal anywhere on 
the whole globe. The slope is so grad- 
ual, by inches, that for almost half 
a rniie you can cade waist deep. 


The beach at Corouado has a glory 


all its own. The swells are changed 
to breakers nearly a mile from shore.

eight feet high on a calm day. They 
advance with their apex a mass of 
white, and move over the shoals with 
a majesty that makes a sight well 
worth while to see. This pageantry 
of the waves is great; and they make 
no distinctions. Before them all men 
are equal. With the same gusto they 
baptist with spray and foam the resi- 
dent and the tourist, the rich and 
poor; they of sallow complexion and 
they of rubicund cheeks, patrician and 
plebeian are showered alike by the 
sportive sea. And the sea is always 
playful; storm-tossed, it is still merry, 
but dangerous, because it is the play- 
fulness of the infinite.
